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Why Hot Southwest Winds No Longer 
Strike Missouri, 


“People may talk as they choose,” 
says an ,old timer, “but the elirmite 
of St. Louls and Missoori is certainly 
changing. 

“Ererybody remembers the hot 
winds that twenty or thirty years ago 
were a common feature of our climate 
In the summer. They blew day and 
night from the southwest, often for a 
month or six weeks at a time. There 
was not a-moment’s Intermission to 
the steady gale, as hot as the blast of 
a furnace. Often it happened that the 
corn was dried in the flelds, so that 
the leaves were as ready for fodder in 
July as in October. Sometimes even 
the folinge of the forest trees was 
wilted, and once or twice the leaves 
fell off, completely dried up by the 
hot wind, and the trees started a sec- 
ond crop of follage. We have not had 
a hot southwest wind for ten years. 
The explanation is plain. Thirty 
years ago Oklahoma and western Tex 
as were sun dried plains, In sammer 
the heat of the sun baked the surface 
as hard as a brick. Great cracks ap 
peared In the soll, so wide you could 
put your finger in them, and extended 
downward four to six feet into the 
ground. The surface became so hot 
that it almost burned the soles of your 
shoes. For five or six months in the 
Fear 150,000 square miles of the tree 
less region of Oklahoma and Texas 
Vecame o vertable flery furnace, and 
it was the wind, from this region that 
desolated Missourl, Kansas aod even 
lowa. 

“Now all this southwestern country 
Is broken up Into farms, and Instead 
of being a sun baked desert it has 
been converted Into cultivated flelda. 
Trees have been planted, and orchards 
and rains are more abundant In that 
vast region than before cultivation be 
gan. The ratu belt has extended west 
from Arkansas and Missouri into Ok- 
laboma and Kansas, and with increas. 
lug ralufall the former desert regios 
rhows greater fertility. So It is the 
hot wiwls have ceased, and when we 
have what people call a hot wave ia 
Missourl nowadays it is not the beat 
of the Texas plains, but that which 
might be expected in our own lati 
tade."—8t. Louls Globe-Domocrat.

It ls bad to read on a railway train, 
in @ carriage, while walking, while 
lying down or while physically tired. 

Beds should not be #o placed that 
the eyes receive the full rays of sun- 
light on awakening. The light should 
fall from the side,

made of one pint of soft water, a plach 
of common salt and a spoonful of 
brandy.

“Some morning you may wake up 
and find your tax list has changed 
ite aspect,” was the warning Prof. 
Fernow gave, epeaking of the timber 
resources of Ontario at the Toronto 
Canadian Club a short time ago. The 
forests had been drawn upon to light- 
on the tax bill, the golden goose was 
very near its finish, he declared, and 
other resources must be drawn upon 
to make food the deficiency. 

He had read in the papers that the 
fires had done no damage because 
they had only run over old slash. 
This was where the Government had 
failed to realize their responsibility. 
The forest fires were destroying the 
young wth and preventing the re- 
cuperation of the lands for future 
wood cuts, It was a disgrace that in 
spite of the large expenditure for this 
purpose they could not cope with the 
evil, There was either carelessness 
or deplorable mismanagement. There 
was 4 lack of moral — evident also 
among those who contiibuted to such 
waste, 

The Ontario Government was peond 
to be able to say that in the limits 
there were ten to twelve billion feet 
of white pine. But this was only four 
years’ supply of the United States’ 
consumption, 

In the timber area of British Co- 
lumbia, “he estimated 80,000,000,000 
feet, but as the United States con- 
sumption was 40,000,000,000 a year 
this only represented ten years’ con- 
sumption,

IFTEEN women of Cleveland, Ohio, 
are wrestling with the biggest pPbb- 
lem that has been left to the wisdom 
of a similar group in a generation, if ever. 

They are to set upon its feet, to inaugu- 
rate a large and remarkable philanthropy. 
They are to expend annually the income of an 
estate valued at $3,000,000—an income of at 
least $150,800 a year—in helpful charity, 
and they are to do it just as they see fit. 

When Benjamin Rose, a Cleveland mill- 
ionaire, died, some months ago, it was found 
that he had left the bulk of his great estate 
to charity.

The Benjamin Rose Institute, for the young and the 
aged, Is now a4 reality, Fifteen kind and loving women 
of the oldest families of Cleveland are planning already 
what they should do to comply with the wishes of the 
unique benefactor 

He put the trust in their hands. The women realise 
that the philanthrople work before them is much different 
from anything of the kind ever undertaken, but they are 
cool and calm, Mr, Rose selected women that would not 
et excited, 

“His preference for women trustees arose over the 
fact that he thought them more in sympathy with the 
unfortunate than men and more qualified to determine 
who should have relief,” says Judge W. W. Boynton, life- 
long companion of the millionaire and the man who 
penned the Rose will, 


FACING MANY PROBLEMS 


After legacies and debts are paid, the entire income 
of the Rose estate, appraised at over $3,00,000, will be 
used to lift the burdens of the crippled young and the 
deserving aged. At least $150,000 a year will be avallable. 

"I wae #0 surprised when I heard he had chosen me,” 
sald Mra. Harvey D. Goulder, wife of a prominent marine 
lawyer, “I never dreamed he had me in mind,” 

Thirteen other women were just as surprised. The 
only woman Mr, Rose asked personally to serve was Mra 
J, M. Lewia, wife of his family physician, tn each one 
of the fifteen, however, the millionaire appears to have 
seen a “quality of mercy.” 

“I could not get away from that thought at our first 
meeting,” sald Mrs, Lewis, “In the faces of these women 
I could see an abundance of grace and love 

"It was his money,” Mra, Lewis added, “and [ think 
we had better respect his wishes a great deal in spend- 
ing it. It was no doubt his idea to bulld an inatitution 
for the aged at his cottage on Lake Erie. He does not 
require It, but it was surely his desire that those beautl- 
ful twenty acres should be devoted to this cause.” And

“It would certainly be wrong to try to maintain an 
institution,” says Mra, Imogene Fisher, “We could ac-

Suddenly one of them was seis 
ed and so terribly mutilated that he 
lied in a few minutes. Although the 
captain was within eight or ten feet 
wf the boy and three of his mates 
were not more than a few yords off, 
no one saw a shark or any other fish 
capable of inflicting such injuries as 
have caused the death of Jimmy, nor 
was there any disturbance on the sur- 
face of the water.”

STRANGE THINGS HAVE BEFAL. 
LEN TREASURE HOUSE. 


Sudden Demand For Cash In Ex. 
change For Notes Nearly Broke the 
Bank of Engiand Once, But Clever 
Ruse Saved the Day—"'Old Patch” 
the King of the Forgers Withstood 
Arrest For a Long Time. 


There is no institution that has 
more romance attached to it than the 
Bank of England. It has been nearly 
ruined off several occasions, it has 
been beset with thieves — one gang 
robbed it of over $500,000 thirty years 
ago--forgery and frauds have been 
Practiced upon it by the most accom- 

lished criminals in history, and yet 
‘safe as the Bank of En Rind” is a 
saying which, in spite of the inati- 
tution’s many ups and downs, is true 
to the letter. 

One morning, just after the bank 
bat i, an angry and excited crowd 
thronged the street demanding cash 
for notes. There was actually double 
the money in notes in the hands of 
that mob to what there was gold in 
the bank, and the outlook was a bad 
one. Gold had to be got to pay off 
every claimant, but that took time 
So the directors sent men with notes 
into the crowd, whose claims they 
attended to first, and paid each clain 
in sixpences and shillings. Some mer 
walked away sacks of shillings over 
their backs, but the time gained by 
this method of payment saved the 
bank, and every claim was paid, 

After this the bank decided to re 
Assure ite depositors by displaying in 
the bank windows and near the cash. 
jera’ desks snacks overflowing with 
sovereigns, but the public did not 
know that the sacks were full of coal 
with only a layer of sovereigns on top 

The man who gave the bank the 
most trouble was one named Charle 
Price, and he was given the nicknam 
of “Old Patch” because he often wor 
a block patch over his right eye for 
no reason save na a disguise, HH 
was one of the finest engravers ir 
the world, beating even the bank on 
gravers. He oe forged notes inte 
Circulation with surprising ekill, and 
a battle rope) began between him 
and the bank. 

Had he not been a master of div 

ise, he would have been canght 
long before he was, but he manage ' 
to swindle the bank out of more thar 
$300,000 before he slipped into th: 
hands of the law in a curious man 
ner. He used to dress in a long, block 
clonk which generally covered thy 
lower part of his face, and, although 
he employed more than a dozen 
agents, none had ever seen him out 
of his disguise, 

It was one of those agonta whe 
turned upon him, Realizing that the 
man was inking a fortune, he las 
in wait for him and alunk into th 
corner of a doorway whan the muf 
fled figure drow near. Thon leaping 
upon him he tore away hia disguise 
ont threatened to betray him to the 
police unless he acceded to certain 
prevemerans terms. Price refoned, a 
hia agent carried out his word, anc 
two months later the arch-criminal 
was convicted and hanged, 

Only one man haa succeeded ir 
bronking Into the bank, and this hap 
poned about thirty yeara ago, On 
day the directors received a letter 
from an anonymous person saying 
that he would meet any person the 
bank liked to appoint in the bullion 
rooms at midnight on a date fixed 
but that the person keeping the ap 
pointment muat not be armed, At 
first it waa thought to be a hoax, but 
aa 8 precaution detectives searched 
the bullion vaulia thoroughly, an! 
were quite satisfied that under no 
circumstances could a man enter 
those rooms; but they waited al 
through the night, and beyond hear 
ing a peculiar seraping noise which 
they attributed to rate they heard and 
saw nothing 

A week later the bank director: 
were ataggered at receiving a box fr 
which lav several securities from th 
bank vaulta, and enclosed was a not 
saying that if the directors woul’ 
send a man to the vaults at midnight

The most successful thief the bant 
ever had to deal with was Bidwell!
